Philadelphia’s Drinking Water the 
Cause of an Epidemic of Serious 
Proportions. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 31.—[Special.]— 


‘The question of supplying the City of Phil- 


adelphia with water that will be decently 
free from disease pollution, mud, coal dust, 
and sewage is being agitated with much 
vigor and a disproportionate amount of 
eflective result or promise ef quick rem- 
edy. A loan bill, embodying an amount 
of money designed for the installation plant, 
has failed of passage in Councils and is ex- 
pected to come up again on Thursday for 
reconsideration. 

Tomorrow the bill which provides for the 
surrender of the city water plant to the 
Schuylkill Navigation company, the city to 
pay $1,150,000 annually for the service, will 
be brought up in a special session of Select 
Council, and it‘is the general opinion that 
the measure will be pagsed by this branch 
of the municipal government.

VON HOLST ON HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 
In his address before the Commercial club 
of this city last Saturday evening Professor 
H. BE. von Holst of the University of Chi- 
cago sounded an alarm in opposition to 
the policy of annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands to the United States, which lacked 
nothing in earnestness or confidence on the 
part of the speaker in the irrefutable quali- 
ty of his own logic at least. 
One argument upon which the professor 
dwelt with especial emphasis and which 
he evidently intends to be regarded as an 
essential t of his contention, was that 
there had been no attempt to determine 
whether the people of Hawaii, whose al- 
legiance would be transferred by the act, 
were desirous of annexation; and that, if 
they were not, one of the first principles 
had in view in the,estgblishment of our 
government, as expressed in the Declaration 
of Independence, would be violated in the 
‘adoption of the measure. 
In the presentation of this argument Dr. 
von Holst omits to take note of the fact 
the negotiations on the subject have been 
between the governments of the twe re- 
publics respectively. These are authorized 
by their respective constitutions, in the 
exercise of powers conferred upon the 
Executivé, acting “ by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to make treaties,” 
and it is in this manner or by the concurrent 
action of both Houses of Congress that 
the act will be consummated, if atall. If 
there are sufficient reasons for requiring 
‘the submission of the question to a 
“ plebiscitum ” of the Hawaiians, - there 
would be an equal reason for adopting the 
same process in the United States; though 
both would be outside of their respective 
constitutions so far as this question is con- 
cerned. 
In the method adopted for the proposed 
annexation of Hawaii there has been no 
departure from that pursued in all previous 
) acquisitions of territory, from that of 
Louisiana in 1808 to Alaska in 1867. On 
the contrary, it is in strict accordance with 
all established precedents whether the ac- 
quisition was by direct purchase of ter- 
Rew af in the case of Louisiana, Florida, 


‘ew Mexico, California, and Alaska—or 
y the union of independent States, as in 
the case of Texas. The last presents an 
exact parallel to the case of Hawaii, in 
that it was the annexation of a sovereign 
State by the voluntary action of the people 
as represented in their State government. 
In each of these cases there was a con-

‘them in this frame of mind ” (favorable to 
‘annexation) “until a change of it can no 
longer be of any use.”” And yet he is com- 
pelled to confess that the policy of conduct- 
ing executive. sessions with closed doors 
has been in accordance with certain “ time- 
worn rules of the Senate,” which he 
chooses to denominate “ hollow and rotten 
props,” by which “ public opinion is to be 
debarred from asserting itself ”’—or, as he 
adds elsewhere, an “indirect way of gag- 
ging public opinion.” ‘Such a charge is 
hardly worthy of one who has already indi- 
cated that the manner of considering the 
treaty in executive (or secret) session is in, 
accordance with the established rules of the 
Senate, arid who ninst have known that its 
consideration. in: open session would be a 
departure from precedent. Furthermore, 
he must have known that some of the most 
ardent supporters of the treaty advocated 
the policy of open sessions, while the most 
zealous opponents of that policy were either 
earnestly opposed to the treaty or occupied a 
doubtful position on the subject. “ Decla- 
mation,” says Dr. von Holst, “‘ ought not 
to avail them ” (the supporters of the treaty) 
“anything beforé the forum of public 
opinion ”; yet it is not necessary to go be- 
yond his own address and the argument just 
quoted from to prove that mere.“ declama- 
tion” may sometimes be used in opposition 
to a measure as well as in its favor.

The 
objéct was to point out and denounce the 
fact that the tendencies towards national-

which they dwell. 

The odious spirit of anti-Semitism which 
has displayed itself in so offensive a form in 
Europe cannot be reprobated too severely. 
The Jew who is born and reared in France, 
Germany, or the United States is as much 
a component part of the French, German, 
or American nationality as he would be if 
he had not a drop of Semitic blood in his 
veins. 

But Dr, Hirsch makes a mistake when he 
falls foul of the “ Colonial Dames” and 
similar feminine organizations and alleges 
that he sees in them the “meanest and 
vilest” manifestations of the character of 
anti-Semitism in America. He said: 


The women of America are tired of being plain 
Americans. The nation does not create any aris- 
tocracy, so they must create one for themselves. 
They are ‘‘ Colonial Dames,’’ ‘‘ Daughters of the 
American Revolution,’’ and “‘ Daughters of the 
Revolution.’’ “They stand on a pedestal above 
other mortals. Take off your hat to the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution. And who is the plebeian of 
plebeians? The Jew. The Daughter of the Revo-

They saw their fathers and brothers join- 
ing organizations to which only the de- 
scendants of revolutionary or colonial sires 
were eligible. It seemed to them that it 
would be nice to have their organizations 
also. They did not dream of establishing 
an aristocracy or setting themselves on 
pedestals. As far as is known they are not 
in the habit of indulging in unseemly boasts 
over the fact that they are the descendants 
of farmers or fishermen or apprentices who 
fought in the revolution. 

Undoubtedly a feeling of personal vanity 
is sometimes present. It is pleasant to be- 
long ‘to something which not all can join, 
It is able to think that there is some- 
«thing—though it happened one or two cen- 
turies ago—which serves to distinguish one 
from others. The poor woman who is a 
“Daughter of the Revolution” feels that 
in one respect at least she is superior 
to the millionairess who is ineligible. 

These societies have certainly done some 
good. They have awakened an interest in 
the early history of this country among 
persons who had taken no interest in the 
matter. It has set people to hunting up 
records of their ancestors, which is not a 
useless occupation. Tendencies to pride of 
ancestry are checked when one finds cont- 
monplace and disreputable as well as dis- 
tinguished men among one’s ancestors. 

Dr. Hirsch is all right when he declares 
that “we Jews in America are Ameri- 
cans.” They are just as much so ds if 
they were the descendants of colonial dames 
or of men who fought in King Philip’s war.

THE EASTERN SITUATION.’ 

A most surprising item of foreign news 
comes in the intimation that Great Britain 
has been completely “euchred” in its 
Chinese policy. For a week past thé world 
has been entertained by members of the 
English Cabinet posing in the attitude of 
champions of the rights of free trade for 
the world with China—the only condition 
being that Great Britain be permitted to 
control the Chinese loan and manage the 
financial policy of the empire. While this 
has been going on, if reports are to be 


with China which gave that power com- 
plete control of Port Arthur, thereby block- 
ing Great Britain’s policy at the very 
threshold. As a consequence Great 
Britain is compelled to back down in its 
program for the control of Chinese trade; 
Russia is assured of control of Chinese 
finances and is hurrying forward troops to 
Port Arthur, besides making arrangements 
to reinforce its navy in that vicinity; while 
Japan, disappointed in its reliance upon the 
leading naval power of western Europe, 
is looking about for a new ally. Such an 
outcome, if confirmed, will be a distinct 
humiliation to the whole British nation, 


and, while stripping it of much of its 
foreign prestige, may lead to the speedy 


downfall of the Salisbury Ministry. 


A REPORT by the Consul General at Corea 
says that work in connection with the 
gold mining concession in that country 
granted to an American is progressing fa- 
vorably. The district is twenty-five miles 
in width and is reported to be the richest in 
Corea. The concession is for a period of 
twenty-five years and carries with it the 
right to mine any other mineral found in 
the district. As yet not much has been 
done beyond what might be called prospect- 
ing on a large scale, but veins of medium- 
grade ore have been opened which are very 
promising. The report says “the Corean 
miners are said to be entirely satisfactory. 
They are patient, strong, enduring, and 
very easy to deal with. Their wages are 
about 40 cents per day in silver (equal to 
about 20 cents in gold), and the supply is 
ample. The company is on good terms 
with the people, and life and property are 
perfectly safe at the mines. Meanwhile 
other nations are looking for similar advan- 
tages. The Germans have obtained a min- 
ing concession for a small portion of the 
district adjoining the one held by the Ameri- 
cans. The terms of the German concession 
were made as nearly like those of the Ameri- 
ean as the Corean government would al- 
low, and this property is soon to be de- 
veloped. The concession for a railroad from 
Seoul to the northwest border, granted toa 
French syricate, gives them the right to 
open certain mines as well; and, as it is 
generally known that Russia is interested 
in this proposed railroad; it is pretty sure 
to be built. The road will be something 
under 500 miles in length and will run 
through the whole mining region, which lies 
on the line between Seoul and the border 
city of Weiju, where the proposed railroad 
will connect with ‘those about to be built in 
Manchuria. These, with the American rail- 
road now building between the capital, 
Seoul, and its port, Chemulpé, will give 
Corea and its chief port and capital, as’ 
well as these mining regions, direct con-. 
nection with Europe.”’

Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—The House of 


Representatives today buried the Teller res- 


olution declaring the bonds of ‘the United 

States payable in silver under an adverse 
majority of fifty votes The resolution 
came from the Ways and Means committee, 
which decided by a vote of 11 to 5 on party 
lines to report it with a recommendation 
that it do not pass. 

-On the House vote the Republicans -were 
solidly arrayed in opposition, with two ex- 
eeptions—Mr. Linney of North Carolina, 
who voted with the Democrats and Popu- 
lists, and Mr. White of North Carolina, the 
only colored member of the House who an- 
swered “ Presént’’ when his name was 
called. 

The desertiogs from: the Democratic side 
were Mr. McAleer of Pennsylvania and Mr. 
Elliott of South Carolina. Both voted with 
‘the Republicans against the proposition. 
Speaker Reed, although it is not customary 


for him to vote, had his nume called, and.,: 


amid the cheers of his followers, went on 
record in opposition to the resolution. 

The vote was reached after five hours of 
debate, under a special order adopted at the 
opening of the session today. The limited 
time allowed for debate and the pressure of 
members for an opportunity to be heard was 
60 great the leaders on both sides were 
compelled to farm out the time by minutes.

The intelligent 
selfishness of a nation, which is to live not 
simply for a generation but for centuries, 
Ought to lead it—and whenever a nation is 
wisely governed does lead it—to so scrupu- 
lously maintain its pledges in both letter 
and spirit as to preserve its credit un- 
tarnished, and thereby not only make ‘it 
possible to borrow at the lowest rate of 
interest but also to make it easy to obtain 
loans in exigencies which are sure sooner 
or later to come to every nation. A nation’s 
honor and credit are its title deed to per- 
manence and prosperity.

REVOLUTION SPEAK. 


| Charge That the Members of Titese Or- 


ganizations Seek to Create an Aris- 
tocracy for Themselves Denied—N o- 
‘bility of Character and Love of 
Country Declared to Be Their Para- 
| ‘mount Objects—Memory of American 
Patriots Should Be Perpetuated. 


“When history shows that successive 
generations are awakened to truer patri- 
otism and stimulated to nobler endeavor by 
the contemplation of the heroic deeds of their 
forefathers, why should one word be ut- 
tered to depreciate the value of the influence 
of our work?” was the universal query of 


_ representative Daughters of the American 


Kevolution and Colonial Dames, in answer 
to the charges made Sunday by Rabbi Emil 
G. Hirsch from ‘his pulpit in Sinai Temple. 

In the rabbi’s sermon on “ Nationalism 
Gone to Seed ”’ he said: 

** American women are tired of being plain 
Americans; they must create an aristocracy 
They are ‘ Colonial Dames,’ 

* Daughters of the Revolution,’ ‘ Daughtcrs 
of the American Revolution.’ And who is 
the Piebeian of Plebeians’ The Jew. The 
Daughter of the American Revolution can 
trace her descent. back perhaps three or 
‘four generations. But the Jew can trace his 
further back than the birth of Jesus. 

** This is the character of anti-Semitism in 
America, the meanest and vilest ofall. _But 
we Jews in America should have patience 
and smile at the contortions of a shoddy 
aristocracy.’’ . 

“The whole charge is so. obviously un- 
just,”’ said one member of both organiza- 
tions, “‘ that it would be beneath the dignity 
‘of a Colonial Dame or a Daughter of the 
American Revolution to take any notice of 
it whatever.”’ 

“If the speaker had known anything 
whatever of the principles of our organ- 
ization or its motives,”’ another who 


“wore a regent’s badge, ‘“‘he never could 
._ have made such an attack upon us.”’ 


“Tt is a nobility, not an aristocracy, that 
we are trying to establish,’’ declared Mrs. 
Thomas 8S. McClelland. ‘* And when nobil- 
_ity of characte? and love of country are our 
paramount objects, it seems. hardly fair 
that we should be criticised. 

“It is not to set ourselves on a pedestal 
that we join the Society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and wear the little 
badge with its wheel, distaff, and thirteen 

tars which means so much to us. It is to 
perpetuate the memory and the spirit of the 
men and women who achieved American in- 
dependence, to cherish, maintain, and ex-

HAS SOLVED MYSTERY OF SEX. 


Cleveland Physician Makes Public the 
Result of His Studies of the 
Problem. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—Dr. R. 
G. Fry, a prominent physician of this city, 
believes he has solved the mystery of sex 
formation. He has made a study of this 
question and does not hesitate to say that 
it is possible to influence if not absolutely 
determine the sex of children yet to be born. 
In an interview this afternoon the doctor 
said he had made many experiments and 
with good results. When asked as to his 
methods he said: 

“I do not say that I have adopted any 
method, but whatever results are attained 
along this line will lie in the direction ofa 
modified nutrition. The idea*which has been 
most widely conceived by scientific men is 
that the relative nutrition of the parents 
influences the sex of the offspring. 

‘“* Darwin's theory of survival of the fittest, 
while it applies to the strongest in species 
is directly opposite to the most rational 
theory regarding the perpetuation of sex. 

“The experience and observation of many 
physicians and intelligent people will bear 
me out in the statement that the individual 
in the weaker physical condition and having 
the smaller amount of nerve and vital force 
is the one which impresses its sex on the off- 
spring. The method by which this can be 
controlled is by lowering the vitality of the 
parent whose sex it is desired to impress on 
the child. This can be done by such rational 
methods of, restricted diet and increased 
mental and physical work as could be sug- 
gested by any physician. The energies of 
the other parent should be carefully hus- 
banded. The condition of the two individuals 
need not be an absolute one, but only relative 
in nutrition and vital force.’"’
